Swiatek saves gridder 
of ter lightning strikes 



Matthew Swiatek, Antioch, an 18- 
year-old freshman at Northern Illinois 
University in DeKalb, has been awar- 
ded a comniendation for administering 
lifesaving CPR to another NIU student 
who was critically injured by lightning. 

During a pickup football game at NIU 
on Sept. .17, all ■ 1 players were knocked 
down when lightening struck the 
playing field. Swiatek, who saw the 
lightning strike from his dorm window, 
immediately ran out to the field. When 
he noticed "bne-ofthe-players, Marty 
Gremer, had no pulse, he immediately 
began administeriiyg CPR (cardio- 
pulmonary rescusitation ) .. 

. "I certainly believe that it saved his 
life," said Dr. Terry Roth, a neurologist 
at St. Anthony's Hospital in Rockford, 
where Gremer was hospitalized for two 
weeks, part of that time in critical con- 
dition. 
Roth said that after the heai't has 



stopped, the first five minutes are the 
most crucial to the victim. Swiatek ad- 
ministered CPR to Gremer until 
university police arrived at the scene 
several minutes later. ' '" 

Gremer was released from St. An- 
thony's on Sept. '30 and Roth said that 
the 17-year-old freshman still has some 
- uristeadiness and some memory 
trouble, but these conditions are ex- 
pected to clear up. He is recovering at 
home and is expected to return to NIU 
in January^ 

"I consider myself lucky to have been 
in the right place at the right time," 
Swiatek said. . 

Gremer was the most seriously in- 
jured of the U lightning victims, 
although eight of the youths were taken 
to hospitals. 

Swiatek was awarded his' certificate 
of commendation at an NJU Student 
Assn.
